The Shoemakers’ Matron Sainted 
Crisjiin and Crispinian are the patron 
saint-6 of the shoemakers, who have been 
accustomed to eelebarate their martyr­ 
dom on its anniversary, October 25 (the 
eighth of the kalends of November). 
The occasions have taken mostly the 
form of processions, followed by feast­ 
ing, which element flourished more in 
our own country than on the Continent. 
It w ill be seen that although their origin 
is common, there is an essential differ­ 
ence between the English and Contin­ 
ental shoemaker saints. 
They were natives of ancient Rome, 
and it is stijijiosed they were of noble 
birth. 
Embracing Christianity they 
journeyed into Gaul, and settled at 
Soissons, where they preached their 
faith, sustaining themselves by shoe- 
making. 
They put into practice the 
Christian ideal of charity, and gained 
mach honor w ith the Bagundoe amongst 
whom they dwelt. When Maximums 
Herculeus, in the conrse of his expedi­ 
tion against the Bagnudce, in 284 A. D , 
came to Soissons, lie was inflamed by 
findug follow ers of Christ in that com­ 
paratively remote provh.ee, and tiro 
fame of Crisjiin and Crisjiinian led to 
their tieing seized and handed over to 
Iiietiovams, jirefect of the Gauls, to lie 
tried and punished. Mr. Baiing-Gould 
w rites: “At Soissons is shown now the 
place where they are traditionally said 
to have been imjirisoned. An abbey, 
called St. Crepin en Chaie, was built on 
the spot.” The brothers were ordered 
by Iiietiovams to lie executed by the 
sword,and their bodies cast into the com­ 
mon sewers. 
When we come to England w e find 
tho historical fact of the martyrdom 
clothed in a legend, consisting of two 
distinct stories, into which the incidents 
of the lives and deaths of the martyr 
brothers are sjdit up—altered, indeed, 
in the process, but still recognizable. It 
is interesting to observe how the na­ 
tional character constructs for itself aa 
idenl out of foreign elements. The j>«r* 
son ality of the martyr is lost. The mar­ 
tyrdom itself becomes only the denoue­ 
ment of a romance known as that of St. 
Hugh and the fair W inifred. 
The 
ajKitheosix of the craft is derived, not, 
as on the Continent, from the holy mar­ 
tyrs having gained their livelihood by 
shoenntking; but from its adojffion by 
two youths who are princes in disguise, 
and one of whom secretly and in very 
questionable circumstances, marries the 
daughter of the Emj>eror Maximum, 
from whom they are hiding. 
This is 
Crispin, who in name answers to the 
chief of the martyrs. 
The other, Cris* 
jiinian, unlike the martyr so-called who 
Las no existence aj>art from bis brother, 
is a very active jiersonage; he is “prest 
to /he wars,” and gains the Emjieror's 
favor by his prowess and valor, and so 
brings about the reconciliation which is 
the end of the story. The festival in 
England, therefore, is stxijijxxl of its 
religious character; it liecomes a feast, 
and latterly a revel.—The Antiquary.

THE DEADLY SNAKE HOLE.

A thrilling adventure recently took 
j-lfice at the White Reek quartz mine on 
the north side af San Joaquin, in Fine 
I told district, which for nerve and dar­ 
ing is equal to anything we have ever 
hoard of. 
There is an old shaft on the 
mine w hich hail been unused for years, 
And recently it became necessary to clear 
it out and use it in working the mine. 
The shaft is about thirty feet deojn j>er- 
pendicularly, with an incline of thirty 
feet more. A number of rattlesnakes 
had taken jx>ssession of the inclosure, 
probably in the start by falling down 
the shaft, and by breeding had increased 
till the whole bottom seemed like a 
w Tithing mass of reptiles. 
At first an 
effort w as made to clean them out by 
iiscliarging giant powder cartridges at 
the bottom of the shaft, but this j>ro- 
cess only succeeded in killing such of 
the snakes as changed to be at the toj> 
of the incline, and as a last resort one 
of the workmen, Charles Campbell, 
agreed to go to the bottom and kill tho 
horrible venomous reptiles, whose hiss­ 
ing and rattling could be plainly heard 
at the top of the shaft. Procuring a 
quantity of antidotes for snake-j>oison, 
and making all needed jireparations for 
raising and lowering the adventurous 
man who was about,as it were . t o place his 
life in his own hands, Charles Camjibeli 
was lowered into the shaft by his tremb­ 
ling fellow laborers. 
He w as armed 
only with a lantern and small stick. 
The stench occasioned by the poisoned 
breaths of the rattlesnakes w as almost 
overpowering, but nothing daunted he 
jaoeeeded on his errand. Reaching the 
bottom 
of the shaft he gradually 
grojied 
his way down 
the steep 
and slippery incline, stopjiing ever 
and 
anon 
to 
kill 
a 
veno­ 
mous rattler that impended his way. 
Reaching the liottom he lilied his stick 
with vigor, while the mass of snakes 
squirmed and rattled, their eyes sjxirk- 
iiug like diamonds and their forked 
tongues lajqiing the air as they moved 
their head* in the intensity of their fury 
or struck with their jKiisoned fangs at 
the brave man that had dared encroach 
cm their quarters and give them battle. 
Rajiidly they fell over in the agonies of 
death under the unnerving blows from 
his live-oak stick till not a -ingle one 
was left alive. Thirteen large snakes, 
with from seven to nine rattles each, 
were killed, and two with fourteen and 
fifteen rattles resistively. In addition 
a number of younger ones were de­ 
af r< » y F in ish in g hix daring labors he 
returned to the bottom of the shaft and 
w as hauled out, but the sickening and 
poisonous air of tile snake-den so 05*er- 
come him that he fainted away on reach­ 
ing the top. Restorative* w ere admin­ 
istered aud he was taken to his home,

hasbeen empaneled and adjourned ;

widow. 
Tile prospects ahead of 
her was a dreary one.

to the crushing Sorrow of lier lius- 
brnd’s death she was now obliged 
to provide a livelihood for herself 
and three children. 
She lost no 
time however in preparing for the 
struggle—a hard one at best. 
Her 
boy, a delicate little fellow of thir­ 
teen, was set to work iii a cracker 
factory, while her eldest daughter 
went to live with relatives out in 
the country. 
A month ago she 
moved to rooms over a confection­ 
ery store on tile corner of Thir­ 
teenth and Uhesenut streets. 
The 
family were all iii mourning, and 
her widowed condition attracted a 
great deal of sympathy from her 
neighbors. 
A joyful surprise was however in 
store for her. 
As she sat by her 
window Thursday, before noon, 
looking out on the street her eye 
j caught what seemed a familiar fig­ 
u r e . 
lier heart beat wildly, and,

nerd a Brute* of electric lighting operating under 
what ii known aa the Van Dspoele and the U n it­ 
ed State* eyatema and an equal privilege with 
others of operating ender other ly*tems subject to 
the conditione and lim itations hereinafter con ­ 
tained.

Said company 1* hereby authorized to 
erect poles and string wires thereon upon and over 
the street* of *nid city for the purpose of carrying 
on said ay stem of electric lighting and for no oth ­ 
er purpose, the said [Hiles to be placed *o a* not to 
interfere w ith the use of sidewalks or street*. Pro­ 
vided that ail expense of erecting, operating and 
maintaining tile same and all damages that may 
re*ult to individual*, com panies or corporation* 
by reason of the construction operation or m a in ­ 
tenance thereof or of said system shall be borne 
by said Electric Light Company.

Said company shafl have their light 
and apparatus in good working order within four

iod of this grant.

is. Its genesis is clearly traceable to 
the Pagan belief that the world is a great 
plane resting on the backs of four mighty 
oxen, and the oxen rest upon a great 
elephant.

The Arabs Bay that it stands 
with its feet in the water and its head 
in the fires of heaven. 
The love- of the 
Arab for this precious tree may well be 
imagined, growing as it does in the 
sand, contenting itself with water so 
Baline as to destroy ordinary vegetation, 
giving a grateful shade when all around 
is burned up by the ardent heat of sum­ 
mer, resisting the winds, which bend 
but cannot break its flexible stem, and 
affording a fruit sought for in every 
part of the world. 
The trees will live for about 200 years, 
and they are not worth preserving after 
a century. 
When they are no longer 
valuable for the fruit, the sap is extract­ 
ed to make a kind of insipid wine ; and 
the heart or cabbage of the tree is also 
eaten. 
They are then cut down, and the 
wood, although very inferior in quality, 
is valuable where no other kind can be 
procured. 
Tile roots are used for fenc­ 
ing and roofing, and the leaves ore made 
into mats, etc. 
Tile date is called the 
king of the Sahara, and is regarded as 
tho most nutritious of fruits. 
Many of 
the Arabs live on dates and bread.

THE DEADLY SNAKE HOLE.

A thrilling adventure recently took 
place at the "White Rock quartz mine on 
the north side af 8an Joaquin, in Fine 
(told district, which for nerve and dar­ 
ing is eqnal to anything we have ever 
heard of. 
There is an old shaft on the 
mine which had been unused for years, 
aiul recently it became necessary to clear 
it out and use it in working the mine. 
The shaft is alxmt thirty feet deep, per­ 
pendicularly, with an incline of thirty 
feet more. 
A number of rattlesnakes 
had taken possession of the inclosure, 
probably in the start by falling down 
the shaft, and by breeding had increased 
till the whole bottom seemed like a 
writhing mass of reptiles. 
At first an 
effort M as made to clean them out by 
iisoharging giant powder cartridges at 
tlie bottom of the shaft, but this pro­ 
cess only succeeded in killing such of 
the snakes as changed to be at the top 
of the incline, and as a last resort one 
of the workmen, Charles Campbell, 
agreed to go to the bottom and kill tlio 
horrible venomous reptiles, whose hiss­ 
ing and rattling could be plainly heard 
at the top of the shaft. 
Procuring a 
quantity of antidotes for snake-poison, 
and making all needed prejmrations for 
raising and lowering the adventurous 
man who was about,as it were.to place his 
life in his own hands, Charles Campbell 
was lowered into the shaft by his tremb­ 
ling fellow laborers. 
He was armed 
only with a lantern and small stick. 
The stench occasioned by the poisoned 
breaths of the rattlesnakes was almost 
overpowering, but nothing daunted he 
proceeded on Ids errand. Reaching the 
Iv.ittom 
of the shaft he gradually 
grojKnl 
his way down 
the steep 
and slippery incline, stopping ever 
and 
anon 
to 
kill 
a 
veno­ 
mous rattler that impended his way. 
Reaching the bottom he plied his stick 
with vigor, while the mass of snakes 
squirmed and rattled, their eyes spark­ 
ling like diamonds and their forked 
tongues lapping the air as they moved 
their heads in tlie intensity of tlieir fury 
or struck with their poisoned fangs at 
the brave man that had dared encroach 
on their quarters and give them battle. 
Rapidly they fell over in the agonies of 
death under the unnerring blows from 
his live-oak stick till not a single one 
was left alive. 
Thirteen large snakes, 
with from seven to nine rattles each, 
were killed, and two with fourteen and 
fifteen rattles respectively. In addition 
fk number of younger ones were de­ 
stroyed- Finishing his daring labors he 
returned to the bottom of the shaft and 
was hauled out, but the sickening and 
poisonous air of the snake-den so over­ 
come him that he fainted away on reach­ 
ing the top. Restoratives were admin­ 
istered and li*; w as taken to his homo,

Tlie Shoemakers’ Patron Saints. 
Crispin and Crispinian are the patron 
saints of the shoemakers, who have been 
accustomed to celebarate their martyr­ 
dom on its anniversary, October 25 (the 
eighth of tlie kalends of November). 
The occasions have taken mostly the 
form of processions, followed by feast­ 
ing, which element flourished more in 
our own country than on the Comment. 
It will be seen that although their origin 
is common, there is an essential differ­ 
ence between the English and Contin­ 
ental shoemaker saints. 
They were nativea of ancient Rome, 
and it is supposed they were of noble 
birth. 
Embracing Christianity they 
journeyed into Gaul, and settled at 
Hoissons, where they preached their 
faith, sustaining themselves by shoe- 
making. 
They put into practice the 
Christian ideal of charity, and gained 
much honor with the Bagundce amongst 
whom they dwelt. 
When Maximum* 
Herculens, in the course of his expedi­ 
tion against the Bagundce, in 284 A. 1) . 
came to Soissons, he was inflamed by 
fludng follow ers of Christ in that com- 
paratively remote provh.ee, and tlm 
fame of Crispin and Crispinian led to 
their being seized and handed over to 
Rietiovarus, prefect of the Gauls, to ho 
tried and punished. 
Mr. Baiing-Gonld 
w rites: “At Soissons is shown now tho 
place where they are traditionally said 
to have been imprisoned. An abbey, 
called St. Crepin cn Cliaie, was built on 
the spot.” Tlie brothers were ordered 
by Rietiovarus to l>e executed by the 
sword,and their bodies cast into the com­ 
mon sewers. 
When we come to England w*e find 
the historical fact of the martyrdom 
clothed in a legend, consisting of two 
distinct stories, into which the incidents 
of the lives and deaths of the martvr 
brothers are split up—altered, indeed, 
in the process, but still recognizable. It 
is interesting to observe how the na­ 
tional character constructs for itself an 
ideal out of foreign elements. 
The per­ 
sonality of tlie martyr is lost. The mar­ 
tyrdom itself becomes only the denoue­ 
ment of a romance known as that of St. 
Hugh and the fair Winnifred. 
The 
apotheosis of the craft is derived, not, 
as 011 the Continent, from the holy mar­ 
tyrs having gained their livelihood by 
shoenmking; but from its adoption by 
two youths who are princes in disguise, 
and one of whom secretly and in very 
questionable circumstances, marries the 
daughter of the Emperor Maximian, 
from w hom they are hiding. 
This is 
Crispin, who in name answers to the 
chief of the martyrs. 
The other, Cris* 
pinian, unlike the martyr so-called who 
has no existence apart from Lis brother, 
is a very active personage; he is “prest 
to /he wars,” and gains tlie Emperor’s 
favor by his prowess and valor, and so 
brings about the reconciliation which is 
the end of the story. 
The festival in 
England, therefore, is stripped of its 
religious character; it Peonies a feast, 
and latterly a revel.— The Antiquary.

334,341 acres of small grains and 
etrn. 
This does not include rye, 
and all tlie rest of the small crops 
that find a place on every farm, 
and if every acre that is planted 
to a crop could be counted there is 
no doubt but the figure would go 
about 5,000,000. It is a vain thing 
to attempt any guess at what the 
number of bushels of marketable 
grain w ill be, but it seems almost 
a certainty that it will be sufficient 
to make easy times, and gives the 
farmers a long start on the road 
towards a more prosperous state

Mr. Ingersoll is mistaken in asserting 
“ water always runs down hill,” but 
there is a wonderful process of nature 
that exceeds even capillary action. The 
life-bearing sap ascends the tree and 
carries with it nourishment that sustains 
and enlarges the plant.

system of water works that actually ex­ 
tends its own water mains.

The date tree requires 
not 
only 
abundant irrigation, but great solar 
heat. 
The Arabs say that it stands 
with its feet in the water and its head 
in the fires of heaven. 
The love* of the 
Arab for this precious tree may well be 
imagined, growing as it does in the 
sand, contenting itself with water so 
saline as to destroy ordinary vegetation, 
giving a grateful shade when all around 
is burned up by the ardent heat of sum­ 
mer, resisting the winds, which bend 
but cannot break its flexible stem, and 
affording a fruit sought for in every 
part of the world. 
The trees will live for about 200 years, 
and they are not worth preserving after 
a century. 
When they are no longer 
valuable for the fruit, the sap is extract­ 
ed to make a kind of insipid wine ; and 
the heart or cabbage of the tree is also 
eaten. 
They are then cut down, and the 
wood, although very inferior in quality, 
is valuable where no other kind can be 
procured. 
The roots are used fur fenc­ 
ing and roofing, and the leaves are made 
into mats, etc. 
The date is called the 
king of the Sahara, and is regarded as 
the most nutritious of fruits. 
Many of 
the Arabs live on dates and bread.

In an interesting letter to .S' -ien-r 
Gossip on the habits of Amerie ,n totu- 
dinata, Dr. C. C. Abbott gives some 
notes of personal observation : 
“ I am 
inclined to believe that all turtles have, 
mere or less, the faculty of emitting 
distinct sounds. 
It is not tc be won­ 
dered at that our turtles should have 
voices, for they are by no means slug­ 
gish, indolent creatures as is supposed 
by those who have only observed them 
indifferently or from afar off*. 
I have 
frequently seen them get up a “square 
tight” over some delicate morsel, as a 
dead fish or drowned squirrel; and, 
again, while peering over the side of 
my boat into the clear depths below, f 
have watched tho spotted turtles, two 
and three together, go through a variety 
of erratic movements, strongly suggest­ 
ive of play. 
Even the solitary land tor­ 
toises will, when they meet, gently 
touch their noses together, and go 
through other movements suggesting 
the expressing of ideas to each other. 
Indeed, I have never seen any animai 
as high as, or higher in the scale of de­ 
velopment than fishes, that did not pos­ 
sess means of communication of ideas to 
its fellows. 
I know not in what other 
way to explain very many of the acts ol 
these animals.
